The old way was to plunge 
ui incandescent lain]) into the water, the 
onnection being made with some source 
f electricity on board tlio Hilling vessel, 
ind the mums to the lamp often got fciul 
if the fishing tackle or tho cablu of the 
vessel, destroying its usefulness. Now a 
^encbman has adopted a better -way by 
adopting a lamp worked by a primary 
>attery, the whole of which can be thrown 
overboard and regained when the trip is 
ended. The battery consists of six Bun- 
sen cells, in which, however, chromic 
acid is placed instead of nitric acid, 
'ormerly used. The cells are connected 
in tension with a twelve-volt Edison 
amp. Tho success of the experiments 
ately had presages the general adoption 
jy our coa'rt fishermen of tliu i.,.v dis- 
covery.—Lewistou (Me.)

soon after it is deprived of his and his 
party's valuable semcts. 
Ho forgets 


that the party into whose hands he is to 
surrender the government three months 
hence had control of its affairs during a 
period when its troubles might well have 
appalled the stoutest heart, and brought 
it through without the erasure of E single 
star from its flag. 
The 
Republican 


party has had ample experience in navi- 
gating stormy sees, and is in no sense 
frightened by tho comparatively trilling 
obstacles of the existing situation. It 
will manage to pull through in pretty 
fair shape, notwithstanding the lugubri- 
ous prophecies of the executive so soon 
to bo relegaied to the privacy that,he is 
so well fitted to adorn. It is the weak- 
ness of arrogant mediocrity to npfume a 
self importance that is in inverse propor- 
tion to its actual and marketable value. 
It is the provii ce of puerile minds to im- 
agine that in them rests the last hope of 
humanity. 
''"What will become of the 


public interests when we no longer di- 
rect them." is the favorite conundrum of 
those who never had the ability to prop- 
erly direct, when they had the powc-r. 
Tho prophets 
and patriarchs of the 


laud--the men who Lave the feresight 
to look beyond their own time and tlu-ir 
own environments are seldom troubled 
with such melancholy forebodings. 
The 


next generation will have just as man; 
patriots and statesmen as tho present, 
and more too. The new crop will have 
the advantage of the experience gained 
by the leaders of the present time, to- 
gether with the ability to seriously grap- 
ple with the problems which will con- 
front them. They will be smart enough 
and patriotic enough to deal with the 
situation, whatever it may be. The wis- 
dom and patriotism of the country will 
not die with us, consolotary as that event 
might be to the vanity of such cheap 
statesmen as Grover Cleveland. 


This is Old but Many Don't 


Know It. 


The Presidential Electors will meet the 


second Tuesday in January in the various 
States to cast their ballots for President 
and Vice-President. Prior to February, 
1887, the date set for the meeting was in 
December, but the law was changed so 
ns to fix the date the second Tuesday in 
January. 
The order of business is first 


the presentation of the certificates of elec- 
tion from tho Board of Canvassers, which 
must be found to be correct nud satisfac- 
tory. Then the usual formula is put to 
them as to their qualification for holding 
any office under the United States Gov- 
ernment, and, should they reply in the 
negative the oath is duly administered 
by the Secretary of State. 


The college is then organized by the 


election of a p:esident and secretary, and 
then the electors cast their vote for Pres- 
ident and Vice-President of tne United 
States. The vote is duly read, certified, 
and sealed, and three copies are prepar- 
ed, one to be taken to Washington by a 
special messenger, and one sent by mail. 
The Secretary of State also receives one 
to be placed in the archives of the Com- 
monwealth. The college then proceeds 
wilh the election of a messenger to carry 
the vote to Washington, whose compen- 
sation is solely by mileage, at the rate of 
25 cents a mile. 


Democrats Give up Hope. 


Springfield .Daily .Yncs: Will South- 


wick, a deputy in the county clerk's 
office, has returned from the southern 
part of the state, where he went in the 
hope of finding errors in the election 
returns that would lessen Fifer's plural- 
ity acd enable the Domorrfits to save 
their money or give them a pretext to 
wriggle out. Mr. Southwick visited ten 
counties during his absence, and was un- 
able to find any errors. The only gain 
he could record for General Palmer was 
one vote in a precinct in Shelbyville, 
which had been overlooked and not car- 
ried on to the tabulated sheet made by 
the county clerk. The return of Mr. 
Southwick caused quite a number of 
anxious Democrats to make a visit to the 
court house, but the consolation they got 
was not the kind they were after. This 
evening they have about concluded to 
give np the last hope. There now seems 
to be no avenue of escape unless they 
avail themselves of the law against gam- 
bling. Some think this ought to be done, 
but they have not the courage of their 
convictions.

A Speech in MM Air. 


Mr. Jasper Douglas Pyne, Paruellite 


member of parliament for \Vcst Water- 
ford, was the hero of one of tho many 
amusing incidents that hare occurred in 
Ireland during the period when Mr. Bal- 
four was Irving to coerce Irishmen to 
his peculiar views. 


Mr. Pyne was summoned under the 


crimes act on a warrant in which he was 
cV.arged with seditious offenses. Learn- 
ing of the issue of -the warrant lie shut 
himself up with two attendants iu the 
ruins of his castle of Lisfiuuy, near Tal- 
low, 
where he stood a siege of government 


officials lasting several months. 
He had 


laid in a stock of tinned meats and other 
goods, with wine, whisky and tobacco, 
and defied the officers of the law from a 
window ninety feet above the ground. 


A deputation of the Youghal national 


league, wiiii two bauds of music, aud 
the" 
bauds of Tallow, Ballydutf 
and 


Knockanorc, marched to the LisSnny 
stronghold to present an address of con- 
gratulation to the hero, who first bowed 
to lib admirers from his lofty eyrie 
amidst loud cheering, and then got into 
a chair attached to a rope and -pulley, by 
means of which he was lowered so as to 
get within speaking distance of his en- 
thusiastic friends. 


The address was read by Jlr. J. T. 


Cronin, honorary secretary, find Mr. 
Pyne made a speech iu reply, declaring 
that he was quite at home, and that the 
police should cotno up to his abode if 
they would and could, but advised them 
to be careful in going up stairs or 
down stairs, the staircase being in such 
bad repair that ladders were needful in 
some parts of it, aud it might be too 
rough tor them: one man. perhaps, would 
semi down a stone on the head of an- 
other. 
He had a good supply of every- 


thing ho wanted, aud hoped to live there 
comfortably for three months, until the 
time arrived for him to attend to his par- 
liamentary duties. This joking amused 
the people ;md was followed by speeches 
from prominent men. Mr. Pyne was 
then drawn up to re-enter the town.—
